|The PROGRESS never attacks a person’s character, ‘his 
nonce or his integrity. That is the case régarding Fred 
D. Parry Reverend C. Meryl ‘Bish, R. E. Slattery, or any- 
one else. At the same:time we do attack conditions— 
and’ in many instances we have found that condifions in 
this city and county. are, in our opinion, ‘rotten and need 
correction. If any persons, then, are unfortunate enough 
to be forced by present conditions into a position which 
requires explanation to the public, it is-our duty to the 
public to -demand that ‘explanation. even though - those 
involved happened to be our best: friends. 

Otherwise, the “freedom of the press” 
mockery. 


All honest citizens, and especially those. who own or 
|control newspapers,” are bound to assert facts _that. are 
necessary for the common good. Under the American 
system, the official political voice of the people is the grand 
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on that body to challenge any statement made by any 
citizen, to demand the truth, sift the information, and 
either bring in an indictment or exonerate those involved. 


Now, we, in Contra. Costa County, find’ ourselves in 
the position of having fired a Social Welfare Director and 
suspended one of the assistants in the department. ‘The 
department does a business of $450,000 or more each year, 
giving relief to those of our citizens who are in distress. 
And yet officials fired without one word of explanation to 
the people, no: indictment being made and no exoneration 
given those who quit under. fire. The only explanation 
whatsoever is that if we, common people, wait until the 
grand jury is dissolved in three or four months, we can 
then read their report.. 

Then, htis editor, on his own hook, ‘examined the 
records at the court house, which ‘are available to any 
taxpayer; and found. the facts stated last week: ' Not-.a 
newspaper here commented on this astounding news; and 
the grand jury has not called on me for proof if proof is 
needed. What then, are we to think? Well, my private 
opinion, now expressed publicly, is as follows. It’s worth 
as much, or as little, as you think any opinion — is worth. 
Here it is: s

Judging from available in- 
iormauon uow at hand, my guess is that Mrs. Booth may 
Mave Guycc .ed to some of the cases in which cash relief to

Synthetic Form 
of Plant Life 


Artificial Chlorophyll, Long 
Sought, Promised. 


The culmination of a discovery of 
incalculable importance to agricul- 
turists, which the world’s greatest 
scientists have sought for years, is 
predicted by John J. O'Neill, staff 
correspondent of the New York Her- 
ald Tribune. Writing from Cleveland, 
he says: 

“Just a short gap remains to be

It was believed to be a single 
compound, but the present evidence 
indicates that there are two types 
of chlorophyll, rad in addition a col- 
oring substance that -has_ given 
chjorophyll its characteristic green 
color that dominates the vegetable 
world.

“The magnesium atom appears to 
play an important part in the char- 
acteristic structure of the four rings, 
said Doctor Rothemund. From the 
structural diagrams it appears that 
magnesium atom is the starting point 
for building up the four-ring struc- 
ture that nature creates so prolifical- 
ly throughout the plant world.
